The National Labor Relations 
Board (NLRB) issued a regional 
determination last week ordering 
that Six former workers of Lee 
Mah 了 Electronics be reinstated 
with back pay in ful. The six are 
among 42 former employees who 
filed unfair labor practice charges 
last June against the electronics 
parts assembly plant at 520 
Chestnut St. 

According to Janette Harmon， 
an NLRB investigator，evidence 
Shows that these six workers,，all 
Chinese，had their rights in- 
frinaged upon， The workers had 
charged that they were fired or 
forced to quit because of their in- 
volvement in union organizing 
activities at Lee Mah. 

Mike Friedenbach, president of 
Farinon 了 Electric of San Carlos 
which owns Lee Mah, said Mon- 
daythat the companyhad not yet 
fnalized its position on the pro- 
posed reinstatements. 了 e main- 
tained that no worker at Lee Mah 
had been dismissed without a 
good reason and that many who 
filed charges had left on their 
own accord. “It is as Unreason- 
able to us as it is to the other 
side,” Friedenbach said of the 
NLRB finding. However，he said 
the company wasn't going to 
全 ght 让. 

The six persons singled out by 
the NLRB for reinstatement were 
not available to make comments. 
But according to a source close to 
the workers，at _ least several of 
them have indicated that they 
would stay out until a full settle- 
ment involving all 42 former 
Workers is reached.

railroad, and often struggled in iso- 
lated strikes. “In contfast to the 
huge fortunes amassed by the own- 
ers，Chinese Trailroad workers te- 
mained in poverty and went on into 
agriculture，urban manufacturing， 
and Service industries to search for 
employment.” 

Isolated, removed from family re- 
lationships, and deprived of any po- 
litical rights，Chinese workers be- 
came the favorite scapegoats of 
demagogues and politicians. De- 
pressions，unemployment and fall- 
ing wages Were repeatedly blamed 
on them. All along the western por- 
tion of the United States,，anti-Chi- 
nese riots stormed by “The Chinese 
Must Gol” occurred，leaving many 
Chinese 1ynched and murdered, and 
their commtunities destroyed . 
Forced out of the mines，kicked 
out of the fields，and bresstured to 
leave_ manufacturing industries， 
most Chinese took jobs that no 
white man wanted.
